Anxiety—Life Believed to Bejn Ex- 
treme Danger—Streets Near Palace 
Are Padded to Prevent Noise 


London, May 0.—All Great liriUIn 


was startled last night by an official 
bulletin which, hidden beneath reas- 
suring words, revealed the fact that 
King Edward's life hangs In the bal- 
ance, • He Is desperately' 111 from 
bronchitis and his condition Is grave. 


No bulletin would have been issued 


unless the king was lu an extremely 
critical condition. Court etiquette for- 
bids ah admission of Illness even, un- 
less'the patient is In danger of death. 


Tlie bulletin came as a tremendous 


shock to Ihe people, for It read as fol- 
lows: "The king is suffering-from an 
attack of bronchitis and has been con- 
fined to his rooms for two days. His 
-majesty's condition causes some anx- 
.lety." 
. Every precaution has been taken to 
prevent disturbing the patient. 
The 


quadrangle of the palace and the car- 
riage" approaches have been covered 
with peat to deaden the noise.

door, overlooking the grounds 'and

The Prince of Wales was sent for 


and remains at nuckingham palace In 
constant attendance. 
Last evening 


the Duchess of Argyll, the King's sis- 
ter, was sent for, and later the Duke 
and Duchess of Teck were summoned; 


Serious fainting spells have left the 


king In a weak condition. 
At mid- 


night a more reassuring bulletin was 
Issuer!, which said that, while there 
had been no change, the illness was 
not grave. 


lt_is believed, however, that the 


midnight bulletin .was Issued to calm 
In a measure the excited 
condition 


which prevailed In London when the 
first bulletin was given out. 


No one doubts that the king Is In 


a most critical condition and that his 
life Is In extreme daager. 
The at- 


titude of the court physicians In the 
Illness of Queen Victoria Is taken as 
an indication of how extreme the case 
must be. 
It was not until the late 


queen was very clos'o to death that 
even her illness was admitted. 


King Kdwarri is now In his 63th 


year, and for the pfct six months has 
been in an enfeebled condition and 
constantly under Ihe doctor's csre. 


The first intimation that anything 


was amiss was the failure of the king 
to meet the queen, who returned from 
the continent last evening. It has been 
the king's invariable rule to be pres- 
ent on the queen's arrival from any 
out of town journey, anil his absence 
last evening was made the subject of 
general comment immediately it'was 
noted.

The 
result of this Is that ihi; equestrians 
who on other courses contrive to see 
both stnrt and finish by the simple 
process of riding across while the race 
is In progress cannot do so at Good- 
wood. They must elect which they 
will see nurt remain there. On the 
olher hand.

Testing an Explosive. • 


One of the most dangerous* of ex- 


plosives Is Iodide of nitrogen, n black 
powder which the slightest touch will 
often cause to explode when dry with 
great violence. 
In experiments'lo de- 


termine Ihe cause of Its extreme ex- 
ploslvenoss. some damp Iodide of nitro- 
gen was rubbed on the strings of a 
bass viol. Il is known that tho strings 
of-such an instrument will vibrato 
when those of a similar Instrumenl 
having an et|ual tension are played 
upon. 
In this case, after the explo- 


sive hud become.'thoroughly dry vjpou 
the strings, another Ins3 viol was 
brought near nnd the strings sounded. 
At n certain note the Iodide of nitro 
gen on the prcpnrc<I Instrument ex- 
ploded. 
It was found that the explo- 


sion occurred only when a rate of vi- 
bration of sixty a second -was com- 
municated 
to Ihe prepared strings.
